In this statement Gillette implored 


young men to lead Christian lives. 
Any fear which the prison 
officials 


may hav» entertained that Gillette's re- j 
markable composure would desert him 
at the last moment was quickly dispelled 
when he stepped from, his cell to the cor- 
ridor leading to the death chamber. His 
step was firm and strong, and he walked 
rapidly toward the Instrument of death.

Leonard R. Tuttle, president of the 
A. L,. Young Machine Co., 26 Fremont 
itreet, committed suicide at his beau- 
tiful home In Mill Valley last night 
by shooting himself through the heart. 


The motive Is shrouded In mystery. 
Tuttle was wealthy and appeared to 


enjoy life. 


Tuttle owned a charming villa, Tut- 


tlevllle, at Bllthdale. 
Yesterday 
he 
appeared to be in the happiest' humor 
and in the morning went out for a 
horseback ride. 
Found Dying on Floor. 
. 


. After luncheon he informed his- wife 
that he was obliged to go to San Fran- 
cisco and might not be home nritll late. 
He did not go back until the 11:30 boat. 
He' went In quietly to the dining room, 
where he took a revolver from one of 
.the. drawers of the sideboard. 
No one 


knew he was In the house until.the crash 
of the shot was heard. 
He was found 
on the dining, room floor', bx. .his .wife, 
feebly breathing, but with his life blood 
gushing from a wound over his heart. 
It was clear that the injury was self- 
inflicted, as the revolver was still grasped 
'in his hand. 
He expired without uttering a- word. 
No. reason for Tuttle's act can.be given 
by his business associates. 
They say 
there Is no possibility of .business trou- 
ble, not only on account of the financial 
condition of the A. L. Young Machinery 
Company, but because of the fact that he 
has just Inherited a fortune from 
father.

"Gentlemen, the physicians 
announce 


the man Is dead." 
The electrocution lacked much of" the 


solemnity of former executions and dur- 
ing most of the time, except for the brief 
•pace 
when the 
electric current was 
coursing through the man's body, there 
was a hum of voices In conversation. 
This grew so marked 
during the time 
that the physicians' were making the ex- 
amlnation of the body for llfs that,the 
warden found It necessary to pound on 
the tile covered floor, of the chambej for 
silence.

Gil- 
lette was convicted on clrcum«tantlal 
evidence after a sensational trial, in 
which tre pathetic love letters of 
"Billy" Brown, as the girl was fa- 
miliarly known among 
her 
asso- 


ciates, to Gillette, played r.n im- 
portant part. The girl who perished 
in the TV iters of Big Moose lake had 
trusted Gillette to make amends by 
making her his wife for the wrong 
he had done her, and her letters, 
which were found In the young man's 
room aft»r his arrest at Eagle Bay, 
have bein considered by many as 
classic In their simplicity and their 
tender pleading for the right that 
•was h&r due. 
Her last letter to her lover, writ- 


ten a fair days before her fatal trip 
to Big Moose, was particularly pa- 
thetic. 
"I havi been bidding good-bye to 


some 
places- today," 
she 
wrote. 
"There are so many nooks, dear, and 
all of them so dear to mo. I have 
lived here nearly all my life. First, 
I said good-bye to the spring house 
with Its great masses of greon moss; 
then the apple tree, where we had 
our playhouse, then the 'Beehive,' a 
cute little house In the orchard, and 
of course all the neighbors that have 
mended my dresses from a little tot 
up, to s:w« me a thrashlrg I really 
deserved." 


Wins Her Promise. 


Gillette had been more or less of 
a rover up to the time he became 
foreman In his uncle's shirt manu- 
factory In Cortland, X. Y. He had 
led a somewhat gay life but was 
given to understand upon his arrival 
In CortHnd that he must Conduct 
himself 10 that his wealthy relatives 
might at least recognize him. 
Hs 


soon became interested 
in 
church 


work, rrade many friends and ap- 
parently conducted himself with pro- 
priety. 
- 
Grace Brown 
was 
a 
farmer's 


daightei 
from South Otsego, who 
worked in the same factory with 
Gillette 
Although he did not pay 


her unusual attention her companionf 
were not long In recognizing that she 
was soircwhat of a favorite with the 
young fireman. 
He be^an to call 


on her it the home of her married 
sister, wno lived In the city, and soon 
won hei trust and affection. 
The 
girl's confidence In Gillette and his 
promise of marriage eventually led to 
her undoing, and In the summer of 
1906 
she went home to prepare for 


her wedding, which she telt could 
not long be~ postponed 
It was dur- 


mg her stay at her home In South 
Otsogo that she wrote him the re- 
markabv series of letters which were 
found E-nong fflllette's effects after 
his arre st. 


Outpourings of Her Soul. 


" In these outpoorlngs of her soul 
she bre.ithed i.he poignancy of her 
sorrow .md her iweetness of girlish 
youth. 
Faith and self-sacrifice were 


ever apparent- In 
her misery she 


pleaded with het lover to come to 
her. saying that she had >>een brave 
but was beginning to feel discour- 
aged. 
In spite 9f her suffering she 


thought first of all of Mm, and how 
•he mlgnt lessen~any burden that he 
was destined to bear 
"I am as lonesome for you as— 


Oh, as, I thought I'd be 
I don't be- 


lieve you've even missed me," 
<<he 


•wrote,1' «oon after her arrival home. 
"I dJd not think all the home folks 
would te so glad to see me 
They 


ate me up, and If you ever have 
thought I was spoiled, dear, I don't 
know what you will think of me when 
I get tack. 
You or anv one else 


won't be able to do a^thlng with 
me." 
A few days later she wrote- 
"I 


have done nothing but cry since I got 


here. If you were only here I would 
not feel «o badly. I do try to be 
brave, dear, but how can I be when 
everything goes 
wrong? 
I 
can't 


help thinking you will never come for 
me, but then I say you caa't be so 
mean as that, and besldei you told 
me you would coma and you hava 


' never disappointed me when yon said 


you would not." 


Crazy With Grief. 


"Chester, there Isn't & girl In the 


world as miserable aa I am tonight," 
she wrote" in her neit letter, "and 
you have made me feel so, Chester. 
I don't mean that, dear; yon have 
always been awfully good to ma and 
I know you will always be. You Just 
won't be a coward I know. You 
must write more often, please, and, 
dear, when you read my letters, If you 
think I am unreasonable, pleaie do 
not mind it, but do think I am about 
crazy with grief snd that I don't 
know Just what to do." 
In her next letter »he told of re- 


ceiving a letter from a girl friend. 
"This girl wrote me," she said, 


"that you seemed to be having an 
awfully good time, and sh<> guessed 
that my coming homa had done you 
good, as you had not 
seemed 
so 


cheerful in weeks. ... I should have 
known, Chester, that you did not care 
for me. But somehow I have trusted 
you more than any ona else. Per- 
haps you don't think or you can't 
help making me grrleve, but I wish 
things were different 
You may say 


you dc, too, but you can't possibly 
wish so more than I. I have been 
very brave since I came home but 
tonight I am very discouraged. Ches- 
ter, if I could only die. I know how 
you feel about thl» affair, and I wish 
for your sake you 
need 
not 
be 


troubled. If I dla I hope you can 
then be happy/' 
The coolness of Gillette's repllea to 


the girl's fervent pleadings caused 
her to say In her next letter: 


Spirit of Self-Sacrifice. 


•1 was glad.to hear from you and 


surprised as well. 
I thought 
you 


would rather have my letters affec- 
tionate, but yours was so business- 
like that I have come to the con- 
clusion that you wish mine to be 
that way. I may tell you. though, 
that I am not a business woman and 
so presume that these letters win 
not satisfy you any more than the 
others did 
I think, pardon me, that 
'I understand my position and that It 


Is rather unnecessary for you to bft 
so frightfully frank In making me 
see It. 
I can see my position as 


keen as any one, I think. You say 
you were surprised, but you thought 
I would be discouraged. I don't see 
why I should not 
be discouraged. 


What words have I had from you 
since I came home 
to 
encourage 


me?" 


Then further along In the name let- 


ter the girl's spirit of self-sacrifice 
asserted Itself and she wroto: 
"Chester, I don't suppose you will 


everrknpw how I regret being all this 
trouble to you. I know you hate me 
and I can't blame you one bit. Of 
course. It's worse for me than for 
you, 
but the world and you, too, may 


think I am the one to blame, but 
somehow I can't, Just. simply can't, 
think that I am, Chester. 


"My little sister came UT> Just a 


minute ago with her hands full of 
daisies and asked 
me 
if I didn't 


want my fortune told. I told her I 
guessed It was pretty well told now." 


Takes Fatal Journey.

GHllette 
Inquired

good places to take pictures and se- 
curing a boat rowed away over the 
blue waters of the lake. Gillette car- 
ried a suit case, camera and tennis 
racquet. The girl's baggage had been 
checked to Old Forge and she left 
some of her wraps and hat at the 
hotel. 


Finding of the Body. 


Late that night Gillette appeared 


at the Arrowhead, on Eagle bay, 
twelve miles from Big Mooso. 
He 


had 
walked 
through 
the 
woods, 
carrying the suit case and camera, 
but the tennis racquet was missing. 
His clothing and baggage were dry. 
The next day he went on an ex- 
cursion with the young women ftom 
Cortland, whom he had promised to 
meet. 


Alarm was felt In Big Moose over 


the failure of Gillette to return with 
the boat he had rented and search 
was made the next day. The boat 
was found floating bottom up near 
shore In a secluded part of the lake, 
with a woman's wrap spread over 
the bottom. 
The lake was dragged 


and the body of Grace Brown was 
found about 300 feet from the shore. 
Gillette subsequently was 
arrested 


at Eagle Bay on July 14. 


The trial began at Herkimer at a 


special term of the Supreme Court 
on November 12, 1906, and on De- 
cember 5 Gillette was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to death. The prosecution 
presented a chain of evidence which 
the defense was unable to break 
down. 


Girl a Suicide, He Says. 


Gillette, who testified, denied none 


of the evidence except the actual 
killing of the glrL He said she had 
urged him to mary her, but that he 
was not /n a position to do eo at 
that time, as he had but scant means 
and his '"narriage would mean the 
loss of his position in the factory. 
He said1 the girl arose In the boat, 
declaring that she -would end the 
matter then and there, .and leaped 
overboard. The boat was overturned, 
he claimed, and although he made 
efforts to save the girl from drown- 
ing he was unable to do so 
The 


evidence showed that the water was 
but a few feet deep. Upon his fail- 
ure to rescue the glrl'Tie "said he had 
waded ashore. He explained the con- 
dition of his baggage by ea-'ing that 
he had left It on the bank, where 
they liad partaken of some slight 
luncheon. 
The tennis racquet, with 


which the prosecution claimed he 
dealt the girl's death blow, was found 
Midden in the woods after weeks of 
search. 


The execution of the death penalty 


was stayed by an appeal to the Court 
of Appeals on January 19, 1907, and 
on January last the c'ise was argued. 
The court affirmed the judgment of 
conviction and fixed the week begin- 
ning March 30 for carrying out the 
death sentence. 


Gillette's mother visited Albany and 


pleaded* with Governor Hughes 
to 


commute the death sentence to life 
Imprisonment, but the governor de- 
clined to Interfere.

are brought together they will be ques- 
tioned closely to le::rn whether they have 
anything: .in common. 
The detention of 
Berkman 
was 
brought 
about 
by 


the finding in Sflverstein's rooms in 
Brooklyn of a cai d bearing Berkman's 
signature. 
This r-ard certified to Sll- 


verstein's membership in the "Anarchist 
Federation Union." 
It bore the signature "Alexander Berk. 


man." 
Knows Silverstein. 


The police say that Berkman, when j 


shown the signatu-e at police headquar- 
ters today, acknowledged that it was his. 
When he was sought out by newspaper 
men after the tragedy of Saturday and 
told that his signature had been found IT; 
Silverstein's home ae denied acquaintance 
with the wounded man and said that if 
it were that the signature had been 
found It was undoubtedly attached to some 
formal letter with reference to a request 
that he- deliver an address before some 
society. 
He said that many requests of

Too Much Haste. 


"Married life fs too lightly entened 


upon, the sacredness of the obligations 
assumed too lightly considered.

"The parties ^au . ,i'I themselves not 


so well matched as they expected to be, 
may overcome the difficulty If they make 
the effort 
Constant employment and 


constant endeavor at self-mastery will 
work miracles. It Is a bad doctrine In 
morals this that our feelings are bevond 
control. We can. If we will do our best, 
bring our feelings to go hand in hand 
with what we believe and know to be 
our duty. 
'Grace and habit and time are re- 


quired to enable us to bear the peculiar- 
ities, the epcentricitles of the partner 
chosen for life. 
A1 man is not -happy in 


the object of his affections till he has 
passed many da>s, and above all, many 
cHys of adversity In her company. 


"Some of our eminent educators find 


a remedy in education, others see it In 
character. 
Education will do much to 
better conditions, the formation of char- 
acter will also be a powerful aid against 
the evil, but some of the greatest of 
villains have been among the best du- 
cated and some characters are strong in 
eviL 
Hope and Strength. 


"Educate yes, at school, but abdVe 


all at home teach the children the sanc- 
t'ty of matrimony, strengthen their char- 
acters by instilling 
lofty 
ideals and 


sound principles of morality, but above 
all see to It that thev know God's law 
and that they come to Him for grace 
and seasonable aid. Education, char- 
acter, culture, can do nothing of tnem- 
selves—our sufficiency is from God atone. 
In obedience to Elm, In stern endeavor 
to abide by His will. In the sacrifice of 
self., to the laws of right and wrong as 
He reveals them. we. will find our hope 
and our strength against the evils of 
divorce. 
"Strict uniform divorce laws might be 


of avail to stem the sweeping torrent of 
vice. While we cannot advocate- a di- 
vorce law of any kind, we would sttill 
•gladly welcome any change that would 
minimize/ the evil. We must all do what 
we can to create a so-one public opinion 
agalnsT the violation of the matrimonial 
tie. Human respect Is a powerful agent 
and few have the courage to face the 
frowns of an outraged people. 
Wings of Lawless Love.

At the meeting of the Board of Su-1 
pervisors this morning Deputy District 
Attorney Donahue, under Instruction of 
the board, submitted the draught of an 
ordinance governing the establishment of 
crematories In this county. The instru- 
ment was ordered at the last meeting of 
the board, -it the instance of 150 resi- 
dents in the \lclnity of East Fourteenth 
street and 
Twenty-sixth avenue, who 


protested against the opening of a cre- 
matory at that Intersection and who, at 
the same time, suggested that an ordi- 
nance be framed to prevent the con- 
struction of crematories at any placa In 
the county save near cemeteries. 
Mr. Donahue said there was a ques- 


tion as to whether the supervisors had 
the right to 
specify that 
crematories 


should be located only near cemeteries 
when they might, without objection, be 
located in other places. 
The Proposed Ordinance. 


The ordinance offered prevents the con- 


struction or operation of crematories for 
the incineration of human bodies wltnin 
a space of 500 feet of any established 
residence, and Is as follows:

operating, or 
the 


maintaining of 
buildings, 
furnaces, o.' 


other appliances for cremating, inciner- 
ating, burning or other destroying of Vl- 
man bodies, or any part thereof, within 
the distance of five hundred feet

residence in

portions of the county of Alameda, state 
of California, subject to the police po^er 
of said county. 


"The 
Board of 
Supervisors of

county of Alameda do ordain as follows: 


"Section 1—It shall be 
unlawful for 


any person, ftrm, association or corpora- 
tion to erect, maintain, or opp."ite any 
building, furnaces, or other 
appliances 


for cremating, incinerating, 
burning, or 


other destroying of human bodies, or any 
parts thereof, within the distance of five 
hundred (500) feet from any established 
residence In all portions of the co mly 
of Alameda, state of California,_ subject 
to the police power of said county v 
Penalties for Violation. 


"Section i.—Every peison, firm, asao- 


elation or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this oidmance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, every 
violation of the provisions of this ord'- 
nance shall, for each day or part nf a 
day of»the continuation of such violation, 
be a separate offense; and every person, 
firm, association 
or corporation, 
upon 


conviction thereof, shall be punished for 
each offense by a fine not exceeding flve 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment i > 
the county Jail of said Alameda countv 
not exceeding six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment " 


The measure "was referred to the ord'- 


nance committee. 
To Asy City to Act.

An International Incident Closed. 


The country breathes a vast sigh of relief. The 
German 


Emperor has announced that David Jayne Hill will be .cordially wel- 
comed as the American Embassador to the court of Berlin. 
For 


more than a week the whole nation had been harrowed up to an 
agonizing pitch of indignation and apprehension by repeated an- 
nouncements that Mr. Hill was persona non grata to the German 
Kaiser and would not be received as the disploiaatic representative 
of the United States. What's the matter with Hill?" was asked with 
bated breath. "What ails Kaiser Whilhelm?" was demanded in 
tones of set rage. "Is the American eagle a dog?" asked the yellow 
journals of each other and of their subscribers. For a time it looked 
as if something was really going to happen; that the Lincoln-Roose- 
velt League would have to pass another resolution and Heney de- 
liver another muck-raking speech. The sword of Bunker Hill was 
ground to a keen edge in anticipation of bloody combat. The Sacred 
Codfish in the Boston State House wiggled his tail in wrath, the 
blow-holes in the armor of our warships were plugged up and the 
naval txperts of the newspapers given leave to renew the splice in 
the mainbrace. 
N'ot since the day the famous unknown struck Billy 


Patterson was there such a popular turmoil. 


But, thank heaven, the storm has blown over. The next gale 


that sweeps across the Atlantic will not bring the clash of resound- 
ing arms. Mr. Hill can go to Berlin without half-soling the seat of 
his trousers and the American eagle can smooth his ruffled pinions 
without apprehe-ision of suffering, indignity. Grim visaged « ar can 
smooth his wrin'ded front and take his ease in his beer gaiden with 
his stein and limburge'r in no danger of being disturbed by trumpet 
and drum. 


Peace has settled on the land. There is nothing to mar the 


ciu'cet note of harmony save the monologues of William Jennings 
Bryan and the -hreats of Francis J. Heney to put the enemies of 
Rudolph Spreckols in jail. As one is onlv spieling for votes and the 
other justifying the pull on the Spreckels leg, ths public is uncon- 
cerned. Heney and Burns and have got to get their living some- 
how, and as lon^ as the Spreckels sack is open there is less danger 
of honest men being robbed. And Bryan has got to talk or bust. 


So there is occasion in plenty for rejoicing. We will have no 


war made in Germany, and no need for the Lincoln-Roosevelt League 
to organize as a coffee-cooler brigade. 
Let us rejoice that their 


clamorous patriotism will not be subjected to so fearful an ordeal. 


Bryan and Roosevelt Compared. 


The Sacrarrcnto Bee says Bryanism and Rooseveltism are one 


and the same thing. Neither Bryan nor Roosevelt will endorse the 
Bee's proposition. Roosevelt and Bryan are agreed, as are the vast 
majority of citi/.ens of all shades of political belief, that the public 
service should be purged of incompetence and graft, and organized 
capital, particularly that portion of it employed in corporate activi- 
ties, should be regulated and controlled by law, but upon other 
sjreat national questions the two men are as wide apart as the poles. 
Roosevelt is a protectionist and Bryan ? free trader. Bryan stands 
for the States rights doctrine of Jefferson while Roosevelt is an un- 
compromising exponent of the Federaliitic principles of Hamilton. 
In the economic sense Roosevelt is an individualist and Bryan a 
collectivist. Bryan believes in government ownership of railways; 
Roosevelt favors private ownership stricily regulated by law. Bryan 
believes in Stat: socialism and Roosevelt opposes it. In matters of 
governmental policy the two men differ radically. Roosevelt favors 
a strong military and naval establishment, while Bryan advocates a 
small army and navy, and deprecates the war spirit and the arma- 
ment necessary to make a nation puissant. Both men are sincere 
and patriotic, with common ideals in regard to national greatness, 
but they are not at all agreed as to how national greatness and 
the peace, happiness and safety of the republic are to be secured. 
Roth are seekiig the same goal, but they are pursuing different 


.ths to reach it. 


Es Becoming a Monarchical Shrew. 


Having disgraced and punished several of their good soldiers, 


the military council of Russia finds it necessary to put the blame 
for its grafting on new shoulders, so they have selected Lewis 
Nixon, the great American shipbuilder, as the next victim. The 
information is given out by the Berlin Tageblatt, and on the au- 
thority of a secret report of the imperal controller of the Russian 
empire charges that Lewis Nixon received several million rubles 
for a lot of tcrpedo-boats which were absolutely useless. 
The 


Russian bureaucracy, which has blamed everybody for the disaster 
to Russian arms but the real culprits, the Japanese, would seem 
from all the cable dispatches to still be in control of the government, 
with the czar a. hopeless and disgusted ruler. 


The ten torpedo-boats which Nixon furnished were intended 


for the Russian Pacific coast. The naval construction bureau de- 
cured them of no account, yet the bureaucracy ordered their purchase 
Just why the kaiser (for such things must bear his stamp of ap- 
proval before they can be published) wants to dabble in this ques- 
tion would be wondered at were it not necessary for him to detract 
attention from other matters of more imporiance. 


Lewis Nixcn has; always had the confidence of the business 


world and the United States government. 
His career has been 


free from such "grafts" and his record is unblemished. It was be- 
cause of his standing on such questions that he declined to hole 
the place of Dick Croker in Tammany Hall. He took it temporarily 
but the pace was too hot. As a trouble-breeder the kaiser is cer 
tainly becoming a monarchical shrew. 


President Castro seems to think the whole American fleet has 


rounded Cape Horn. He will wake up soon to find there are a few 
vessels left in the Atlantic. 


Lots of people who are old enough to know better might wel 


be proud of themselves to be young enough not to do things which 
make them ashamed.

Mass-Meeting Held to Oppose 


Sunday Opening Addressed 


by Judges Artman 


and Waste. 


HATWAHD, March 30. —As part of 


the campaign for ' Sunday saloon clos- 
ing here, there waa a union meeting 
of members of the churches and citi- 
zens of this town in the opera house 
last night. 
The attendance was large 
and enthusiastic. 
The speakers of the evening were 
Judge W. H. Waste of Berkeley and 
Judge Samuel R. Artman of Indiana, 
who has achieved a national reputa- 
tion as an advocate of prohibition. The 
meeting was under the auupices of the 
Good Government League of this city. 
Judge "Waste spoke about the good 


effect of the Sunday closing of saloons 
in Stockton as also the beheflcial ef- 
fect of the regulation of the liquor 
traffic in Berkeley. 
Artman's Address. 


Judge Artman w-as received in a 
very hospitable manner and 
among 
other tilings, said: 


"The last saloon in my county in 
Indiana closes at 11 o'clock Tuesday 
night, for two years, according to. the 
laws we have made, no saloon can be 
granted a license under any .circum- 
stances there for the next two years. 
When we started our campaign there 
were nearly a score in one town. This 
Is what can be done by a determined 
fight against the evil. 
"I wish to talk to you concerning the 


possibility and the necessity of en- 
forcing moral law. The. old common 
law holds the essential object of law is 
the enforcement of the moral regula- 
tions which all men know, but 
In 


which all men are not willing to con- 
cur in their actions. Blackstone states 
that law is for the enfonjement of 
rights on the one hand and the prohi- 
bition of wrongs on the other. If this 
be the case, how is it possible that 
laws should be enforced on any other 
standard than their own? 
• 


Courts on Saloons. 


"Yet in Indiana—I will not speak of 


California—It has been contended that 
a act may be morally wrong and le- 
gally right. 
Is'ow the courts of the 


United States, incuding the Supreme 
Court of the country are practically a 
unit that the saloon business may be 
absolutely prohibited. 
But a lawful 


business may not be prohibited by law. 
A business to be prohibited by law, 
according to the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court must have the 
characteristics of having some danger 
to the public Inhere in it so that it is 
impossible for any person at any time 
to conduct the business so that it may 
not become a public menace. 
"It Is obvious from this that the 


saloon business is considered in tho 
light of a public menace even by the 
courts that consider they have the 
right to legalize it by means of a li- 
cense, by means of bargaining away 
the public health, morals and welfare. 
Wo legislation can legally authorize the 
saloon. The license has no transform- 
ing influence and cannot make wrong 
right. 
"Seven states of the Union refuse to 


Issua any licenses at all. This Is real 
prohibition and It is done without any 
legislation whatsoever. 
It 
is 
done 


merely as a result of the nature of the 
iquor traffic. The contention made for 
Icensing the retail saloon that 
the 


iraffic Is thereby /emulated Is nonsense. 
You cannot regulate what is wrong: 
you must abolish it. Regulation is the 
means of methodizing what Is right, 
while wrong is the legitimate subject 
of prohibition nlont."

The Independence League party wants

With this end in view it, this morning, 
petitioned .the supervisors for representa- 
tion on the election boards throughout 
the county.

J. Rollin Fitch, who sets forth that he 
s secretary of .the central committee of 
the party. 
In support of his request. 
Fitch directed attention" to section 1142 
of the political code, which sets forth that 
election boards are to be appointed eQual- 
ly from two political parties .which re- 
spectively cast the highest, and next to 
the. highest vote or governor at the last 
general election. . Fitch claims that at 
the last election the next to the highest 
vote for governor was 'cast by the Inde- 
pendence League party.

Judge Doollng then asked the prosecu- 


tion for information on the subject of the 
bench warrants and Henoy said that they 
had lately been issued and a return made. 


Murphy replied: 
"If the court please, 


the indictment was' returned March 25. 
1907. 
"Upon the return an order was 
made staying all proceedings In this case 
because the defendant was In the cus- 
tody of an ellsor. 
We contend that be- 


fore a criminal court can try a defend- 
ant the court must have jurisdiction both 
over the lubject matter and over the de- 
fendant. ' 
"We will show that the defendant was 


in the custody of an ellsor in a special 
case, namely 305, and that the court had 
no jurisdiction over thin defendant un- 
til March 19, when he was arrested. All 
proceedings up to the-19th are absolutely 
void and of no effect. It Is not the fEult 
of the defendant that he was forcibly 
brougtit into .court. He was not In the 
custody of the. sheriff and therefore not 
under the jurisdiction of the court in 
these cases." 
No Waiver, Says Murphy. 


Heney next went on to say that at the 


time Ruef pleaded not guilty he was In 
th« custody of the sheriff, and, moreover, 
that every time he had come into court 
with the ellsor he had been represented 
by an attorney and did not object to the 
proceedings. 
The court stated also that he waa ot 


the opinion that if an objection was to 
be made it should have been made long 
before. 
"The time the defendant was arraigned," 


replied Attorney Murphy, "he was in tho 
custody of an ellsor. II he was forcibly 
taken into court he was not obliged to 
object, and a man who is forcibly brought 
to a court which has no jurisdiction over 
him, waives nothing by being silent. 
I 


submit that there was no arraignment In 
this case." 
"Now, suppose," asked the court, "that 


the proceedings should have 
gone on 


without this objection to a verdict?" 


"Well of course," responded Murphy, 
"we have to make up a record In this 
case. But I venture to say that if we 
had mads no objections the proceed- 
ings would have been absolutely void 
without an arraignment." 
"I understand you to say," began 


Murphy at this point, "that you are 
here a.t the request of Judge Dune. 


Now, very respectfully, of course I 
would like to know how tiie request 
was made, whether In writing or ver- 
bally. I understand there is no record 
showing that you have been assigned 
to sit here, and in other words, we 
would like to know whether you hava 
any authority." 
Request for Judge Dunne. 


Judge Dooling replied that he had re- 


ceived a letter live or si>: weeks n.po 
from Judge Dunne requesting him to 
alt on his bench and has bi-en tiu'le ever 
since. 
"Well, your honor," continued Mur- 
phy," we therefore object to appearing 
before Morris T. Dooling. We object to 
the presence of Morris T. Dooling on 
this bench, he having: stated hi opon 
court that ne has not boen appointed 
by the Hon. James N. GillQtt, Governor 
ot this Stale, or by the presiding judge. 
We further state that tho law provides 
that where there is only one department 
In a county tlie court may call in an- 
other judge from another county to take 
his seat. But whero there is more than 
one department the case must be trans- 
ferred. We had no knowledge that von 
wore to sit here this morning and it ia 
not without tha range 01 in-oijaLj:iiL.v LIIHI 
we may make a showing disqualifying 
your honor from sitting in this case." 


Judge Doollnif replied that they might 
still do so and Ach declared his inten- 
tion of furnishing an affidavit and mak- 
ing such a showing. 
To Disqualify Dooling. 


"Thero Is no record of your.honor's be- 
ing appointed for this cn.se," said At- 
torney Ach. "The law provides that a 
judge shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor of the State or by 
the presiding 
judge to sit in another c7epartment. We 
supposed that Judge Dunne would be here 
and flled an affidavit to disqualify Judgo 
Dunne. We appreciate the. fact that we 
have mado 'an attack 
aglnst 
Judge 
Dunne In this ffidavlt. Now we havo 
several motions to make ami we deBiro 
that your honor will give us until to- 
morrow for the purpose of offering an af- 
fidavit in support of a motion to dis- 
qualify vour honor." 
Some discussion followed as 
to 
tho 
giving of tho necessary notice to the 
district attorney of disqualification pro- 
ceedings, but Heney waived his rights in 
tha matter, saying he would do anything 
to expedite proceedings. 
Judge Dooling wanted to know what 
motions the defense proposed to make 
and, Ach stated that there would be a 
motion under section 1385 to dismiss the 
action In furtherance of justice as well 
as a motion under section 473 of <the 
Code of Civil Procedure for the reason 
that there had been uo arraignment. 
Give Day's Delay. 


Ach also stated that he hart been given 
to understand that whllo Judge Pooling 
was trying the Crothera-Older case, he 
had refused to entertain certain motions 
of other defendants on tha ground that 
he had been brought her to try a special 
case. 
"It Is true that I declined to entertain 
some motions," replied the court, "on 
what grounds I do not remember. But 
the real reason was because I dldn t 
want to hear them." 
Ach then explained that while Judge 
Dooling had been holdlntr court Judge 
Dunne had also held sessions and heard 
other matters, and contended that Judge 
Dooling had no authority to sit In thin 
case. Heney attempted to have the re«- 
ords show that Judge Dunne had asked 
Judge Doolin^ to sit in his place, but 
Murphy replied that the letter received 
by Dooling was the best evidence. The 
Jurist stated that he did not know 
whero the document was. The defense 
was therefore given until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow to make its motion disqualifying 
Judge Dooling and the Jurors were ex- 
cused" until Wednesday.
